National Cash Register Omni 
Denomination Postage Machine 










HE new National

Ohio, and only recently approved 
by the United States Post Office 
Department and ,the Bureau of 
Standards in Washington, seems 
destined to open a new era in 
postal affairs in the country. This 
machine has been approved for 
use on Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th class 
mail but is particularly adapted 
for Parcel Post or 4th Class Mail. 
Increase in the amount of parcel 
post business during the past few 
years has presented a problem in 
mailing efficiency in mail order 
houses, department stores, manu- 
facturing concerns and other en- 
terprises where a good sized quan- 
tity of mailing is necessary each 


day. 

The new National Cash Register 
Co. postage machine was planned 
after careful study of what was 
needed to answer these problems. 

In some of the large mail order 
houses and similar places of busi- 
ness that mail out a vast number 
of parcel post packages daily, 
thousands of dollars worth of 
postage stamps are used at the 
present time for the current type 
of mailing. In many instances it 
has been reported that consider- 
able losses have been incurred by 
these firms through excess post- 
age being placed on packages as 
well as stamps being accidentally 
destroyed, mislaid and sometimes 
stolen. This loss, naturally, has 
offered a serious problem for such 
concerns. It has grown to such 
an extent, in fact, that the larger 
shippers of parcel post matter 
have conferred with the United 
States government through the 
post office department from time 
to time in an effort to reach a so- 
lution for the situation, and to re- 
duce to a minimum the losses thus 
sustained. 


The U. S. Post Office depart- 
ment officials called representa- 
tives of The National Cash Regis- 
ter Company into conference in 
an effort to find out whether it 
would be possible to build a ma- 
chine that could be used in connec- 
tion with the mailing of large 
packages, and that would over- 
come the troubles experienced by 
the mail order houses, and at the 
same time meet the government’s 
requirement. 

Several years of engineering 
and research activities have been 
spent by The National Cash Reg- 
ister Co. on these mailing prob- 
lems, the postoffice department 
and bureau of standards co-oper- 
ating. The result has been the 
manufacture of the present post- 
age machine, to be used primarily 
for parcel post mailing, known as 
fourth-class matter, but which 
also can be used for taking care 
of the postage requirements for 
heavy mail sent either first, second 
or third class. 

The device made by the Nation- 
al Cash Register Co. in general 
outline has the appearance of a 
small cash register. It differs 
from any metered machine now on 
the market in that it is capable of 
printing in one operation a single 
impression of any value from one- 
half to $9.99% in postal value. It 
does not print this impression di- 
rectly on the piece of mailing mat- 
ter, but issues a gummed ticket to 
be affixed to the mail matter, and 
this takes the place of the ordi- 
nary postage stamp, as at present 
used. . 

The operation of the machine on 
parcel post matter would be as 
follows: 

The package first of all would 
be placed on a scale and weighed. 
When the weight is determined 
the operator of the machine turns 
to the National Postage Machine 
and presses a key representing the 
zone to-which the. package is to- be 
sent; another key represents the 


weight; still other keys represent 
the value of the postage required. 
An operating bar is pressed and 
the machine immediately issues a 
gummed stamp on which is print- 
ed clearly the date, includin 
month, day and year, the parce 
post zone, the weight of the pack- 
age, the postal value, the name of 
the city where the parcel is mailed, 
the number of the meter and the 
serial number of the ticket. This 
same information simultaneously 
is printed on a continuous sheet of 
paper locked up inside of the ma- 
chine, so that at the end of the 
day’s mailing the firm has a de- 
tailed record of every package 
mailed out, showing where it was 
sent, the weight and the amount 
of postage placed on it. The total 
postage is added on two separate 
sets of adding wheels. 

Each machine is built to issue 
predetermined amounts of stamps 
—say $1,000 worth. After this is 
determined the machine auto- 
matically locks and will issue no 
more stamps until re-set. The 
total on the machine is protected 
by a _ special combination lock 
which is sealed and the key held 
by the local postmaster. The total 
can only be released so that the 
machine will issue another set 
amount of stamps, by the post- 
master or his representative. 

The National postage machine is 
provided with two separate and 
independent totals which afford a 
check on the correct addition of 
the postage used, inasmuch as 
both totals must agree. In addi- 
tion to printing an itemized record 
of each registration on the roll of 
paper inside the machine it is also 
possible to print on this roll of 
paper the total amount of post- 
age that has been issued to date, 
so that the..user will know the 
amount of postage that remains in 
the machine before it auto- 
matically will lock. 

Provision also has-been made to 
print the total amount of postage

and number of packages on the 
standard postoffice form known as 
the “Statement of Mailing” which 
must accompany all metered mail 
matter that is sent to the post 
office. 

Notice has been given by the 
United States post office depart- 
ment in Washington to _ post- 
masters throughout the country to 
accept mail matter bearing the 
label or sticker printed by the Na- 
tional parcel post machine in place 
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of the regular United States post- 
age stamps. 

These sticker stamps are of 
course not postage stamps in the 
sense that collectors know them, 
yet on the other hand they are 
gummed stamps which answer the 
purpose of a postage stamp and 
will without question make an in- 
teresting field for the collector 
who goes into his hobby to the ex- 
tent of keeping and classifying the 
various methods and means of 
postage prepayment.

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The City of Chicago is to have 
the largest postoffice building in 
the world. 

When completed and ready for 
occupancy, which it is estimated 
will be within a year and a half, 
the structure will contain approxi- 
mately 2,309,000 square feet of 
floor space, covering an area of 
practically fifty acres. 

The United States government 
appropriated $21,000,000 for a site 
and building for this postal work- 
shop and when the postmaster, to- 
gether with his immediate assist- 
ants, and the hundreds of clerks 
and carriers start to work in the 
new postoffice, they will find at 
their disposal every convenience 
and detail for handling the mails 
which it has been possible for hu- 
man ingenuity to provide. 

The building, 800 feet long, ex- 
tends from Van Buren Street to 
Harrison Street, 350 feet wide, and 
from Canal Street to a private 
driveway adjoining the river on 
the east. The building will be 200 
feet high, will have nine stories in 
the rear and twelve stories in the 
front. The nine stories will be 19 
feet from floor to floor. It will re- 
quire 18 elevators, size 8 feet wide 
and 17 feet long, for the carrying 
of mail, in addition to 22 other 
elevators for personnel and the 
private movement of employees 
and valuable articles inside the 
building, or a total of 40 elevators. 
There will be 74,000 lineal feet of 
conveyor belts to handle the mail 
in and out of the building. There 
will also be more than 2,000 lineal 
feet of docking space for motor 
vehicles. 

The Van Buren Street facade 
has the main public entrances with 
monumental piers in the lower 
stories expressing the commodious 
interior public lobbies where the 
ublic transacts the usual local 
usiness. The exterior of the 
building is to be of stone and will 
present the appearance of a Gov- 
ernmental building of which Chi- 
cago will be proud. 

The gigantic scale of this struc- 
ture has not permitted the use of 
the usual details and classic char- 
acteristic of a Government build- 
ing. The four great corner pylons 
over 200 feet high and 100 feet 
by 500 feet in area have permitted 
the exterior to present a balanced 
composition on all four facades, 
and with some alteration to in- 
clude in the composition the exist- 
ing mail terminal building. Set- 
backs at the top story tend to em- 
—— the corner pavilion and the 
ong wall surfaces between are cut 
by vertical piers. 

An ordinary day’s business in 
the City of Chicago produces ap- 
proximately 6,500,000 letters and

some 250,000 packages of parcel 
post outgoing, plus 80,000 sacks of 
papers and parcel post received at 
Chicago. The heaviest day of the 
year Chicago handled 11,000,000 
letters. It is calculated that by 
1943, it will be necessary to have 
facilities to handle 19,000,000 let- 
ters on the heaviest day of the 
year. 

The plans in the building for 
handling mail are so designed that 
the raw material will come into 
the building, go to the upper floors 
and travel by gravity through the 
building, and be a finished product 
ready for dispatch from the city 
or to delivery to the patrons of 
the several offices in Chicago when 
it reaches the ground floor. Let- 
ter mail collected from the numer- 
ous letter boxes in the city and 
from the business houses will 
reach the post office by motor ve- 
hicles at the rate of 63 vehicles 
per hour. This mail is taken to 
the eighth floor by large elevators, 
with a speed of 500 feet per min- 
ute. On arriving at the eighth 
floor the mail is carried on an ele- 
vated structure from which it 
descends to the tables for the first 
handling. 

In order to properly control this 
vast amount of mail and furnish 
the necessary personnel at all 
times, the scheme for handling let- 
ter mail is by the unit system. 
There are twenty units, ten on 
each side of a 12-foot aisle, run- 
ning for a distance of 300 feet, 
where 26 employees will be active- 
ly engaged in a unit, and where 
the output will be 32,000 letters 
per hour. These are known as me- 
chanical units. There are 18 ad- 
ditional non-mechanical units, 
where mail will be handled that 
bears a precanceled stamp, 
amounting to 1,000,000 letters, ap- 
proximately 900,000 letters where 
the postage has been paid in 
money, and metered mail post- 
marked by the patrons, amount- 
ing to about 850,000 letters. Fa- 
cilities have been provided to 
handle 1,200,000 letters per hour. 
Out of the 6,500,000 letters on the 
eighth floor, about 1,750,000 will 
be for delivery in Chicago and 
must be taken to the fifth floor 
where such mail is handled. The 
method for doing this is that each 
unit will have a conveyor system 
and the mail will be dispatched in- 
to mail chutes, passed down to the 
fifth floor, discharged at 30-degree 
curve properly controlled, and de- 
livered into what is known as a 
stacker. Thus the mail is dis- 
tributed, passed through a chute, 
comes out at the fifth floor and is 
stacked without losing its position.

to a specific location where it will 
be handled immediately and dis- 
patched from the office without 
passing through other hands. 

Large letters that are handled 
as independent pieces picked up at 
various facing tables, are to be 
dispatched by a conveyor belt to a 
special point in the office where 
postage stamps are canceled by 
hand and where the operator dis- 
poses of the mail by throwing on 
to a conveyor belt delivering it di- 
rect to pouching tables for dis- 
patch. 


On the seventh floor begins the 
work of distributing parcel post 
packages previously brought up 
from the floor below on two con- 
veyor belts, each 48 inches wide, 
delivering their load on to sloping 
tables, 85 feet long and 25 feet 
wide, used as a reservoir from 
which mail is delivered through 
gates at the lower edge on to con- 
veyor belts, furnishing a continu- 
ous flow for a given number of 
distributors. These parcels are 
taken from the belt while it is in 
motion, thrown on to other con- 
veyor belts stacked one above the 
other in the immediate vicinity and 
descended to the floor below. For 
instance, the State of Illinois will 
have two belts — one carrying 
packages for offices beginning 
with the letter “A” and including 
the letter “L”, the other belt 
carrying packages for offices be- 
ginning with the remaining letters 
of the alphabet. The packages on 
these two belts terminate on ele- 
vated platforms from which 
chutes extend to tables on the floor 
level. Surrounding each _ table 
there are 90 mail bags ready to 
receive the parcels. The office is 
enabled to make approximately 
1,000 separations of parcel post 
for the State of Illinois. Similar 
distribution is provided for the 
States of Wisconsin, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Iowa, and Missouri. Parcel 
post mail for other states is com- 
bined, more or less, delivered on 
to gravity tables, approximately 
25 feet long, with a 30-degree 
pitch, from which the mail is 
quickly distributed to mail bags 
close by. A similar system is es- 
tablished in the building for parcel 
post mail arriving at Chicago for 
agai to the patrons of that of- 
ce, 


All incoming letter mail passes 
through a primary where it is sep- 
arated for the six large delivery 
routes in the loop districts and for 
the other stations of Chicago. 
Mail for these stations and for the 
main office is then separated for 
each letter carrier in the City of 
Chicago, after which it is bundled 
up, sacked, and sent down to the 
street level and loaded into auto- 
mobiles supplying the offices of 
Chicago, on what might be termed 
as six arterial highways; that is, 
each motor vehicle will leave the 
main office and supply a certain 


number of 55 postal stations in 
Chicago. 

In addition to the handling of 
mail originating in Chicago and 
mail for Chicago, mail in transit 
through Chicago originating in 
various places throughout the 
country arriving at Chicago where 
it must be transferred from one 
railroad to another, will be dis- 
tributed by the Railway Mail 
Service and again dispatched to 
its destination. The Railway Mail 
Service in handling this transit 
mail—for instance, for the State 
of California—will make up mail 
for city delivery in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, and so sepa- 
rate the balance of it that it will 
go by the quickest route to its 
destination. 

The Chicago post office supplies 
stamps and audits accounts for a 
large number of offices surround- 
ing that city. This requires an ex- 
tensive financial operation for the 
receipt of remittances and the dis- 
patch of postage stamps, with its 
numerous vaults, cages, etc., such 
as any great financial institution 
would have. It is also necessary to 
furnish the several post offices 
with innumerable articles used in 
the post office as supplies, and a 
great storage space, of course, is 
required for those articles while 
they are in the possession of the 
Chicago office. 

The first and second floors in 
the front half of the building will 
be devoted entirely to financial 
matters dealing with the public, 
the supplying of stamps and 
money orders, furnishing facilities 
for the registration of mail mat- 
ter, handling of large C. O. D. 
and insured mail, and receiving 
parcels direct from the public for 
dispatch. 

The building contains a cafe- 
teria for the benefit of the em- 
ployees. This alone requires ap- 
proximately 30,000 square feet of 
space. Space is also provided for 
the benefit of employees for what 
is known as their “credit union”, 
where they take care of their own 
associates in case financial assist- 
ance is required. The executive 
offices are all located in the front 
of the building above the first 
floor. There are assembly halls 
and recreation rooms; in fact, 
everything that is possible to be 
carried on in a post office, will be 
conducted in the building. 

The designing of mechanical ap- 
paratus, conveyors, and furniture 
layout for the handling of the 
mails in the building, is under the 
direct supervision of the Division 
of Engineering and Research of 
the Post Office Department.

This is a record we believe and 
shows the demand for these tem- 
porary overprints now that they 
are unobtainable in Washington.

The Postmaster General, Walter 
Brown, after being so soundly 
whipped on his proposal to in- 
crease the letter rate of postage is 
now working along other lines to 
wipe out the annual postal deficit. 

A hearing before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will be held 
in Washington on February 19th, 
for the purpose of revising charges 
on Parcel Post. 

This is one place where we be- 
lieve the public will stand a re- 
vision. At present the postoffice 
department is beating the Express 
Companies on short haul and light 
weight parcels while the Express 
Companies beat the Government 
price on much of the long distance 
parcels.
